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SCHOOL BOARD 


Did Not Have Quorum’ for Meeting] 


With Ratepayére—Manhy . ‘Ratepay-. 
ers Present—Regular Monthly Meet- 
» - Ing Held on Monday Night—Decide 
Not to Bulld This Year—North Red 


Deer School Will Be Used. and One 
Class Put In Assembly Hall. 


The adjourned meeting of ‘the 
School Board yas held last Thursday 
evening in the Grade VIII room in the 
Central Scliool. About. twenty rate 
payers were present in response to 
the invitation advertised by the Board: 
Trustee Berry. was. detained .in Cal- 
gary. on business. Trustee Stephen- 
son was busy atthe Rotary Carnival, 
im which he was one of. the leaders. 
Trustee Broughton was busy in the 
Tron Works, which he was conducting 
while A. W. Martin, who hadhis* eyes 
hurt in an ‘acofdent, was-in Calgary 
consulting a. ‘specialist... As a result, 
only the chairman and Trustee Payne 
were present and a meeting could not 
be held though Jack of a quorum. How- 
ever, as many of the ratepayers were 


present, an informal discussion was |. 


held. 

R. “L. Gaetz pointed out that the 
School Board was responsible for 
carrying on the schools and furnishing 
accommodation for students wishing 
to attend. He had gone to Bdmonton 
to interview John Ross, the deputy 
minister of education, on another mat- 
ter, and had asked to be introduced 
to the Provincial Architect. Because 
it had been suggested in certain quar 
ters that he had influenced the archi- 
tect, he would give his exact words as 
nearly as possible. He had stated to 
Blakey, the architect, that there was a 
suggestion in Red Deer that the 
Assembly Hall be used for class pur- 
poses, bwt that many, himself includ- 
ed, were strongly opposed to the idea. 
He had then invited the Provincial 
Architect to visit Red Deer and look 
over the Assembly Hall. The Archi- 
tect had come down, and his report 
had been published in the Press. In 
view of that report, tthe Board felt 
that they ‘could not use the Assembly 
Halt as suggested. Frankly, if the 
report had been favorable, he would 
not take any part of the responsi 
bility for having the ‘hall ‘used for 
cilas@ purposes. It ds the only place 
available for school social gatherings. 

'W. E. Payne was glad to see the 
interest being taken in school and 
municipal affairs. Apparently the 
Parish Hall was considered too costly 
iby everyone. In view of the Archi- 
tect’s report he could not vote asa 
trustee or as a ratepayer for the ex. 
penditure of any money on the assem. 
Diy halt. Additional accommodation 
must be obtained somewhere. There 
were alternative plans. One was ithe 
erection of a two-roomed school, but 
that plan had been voted down. 

‘ Another -was to build the basement 
and two rooms on a new big modern 
school, but, in his opinion, it was 

lish tto even consider that. The 
hind alternative was to put one class 
in the Assembly Hall and find room in 
some other place for the other from 
the Parish Hall, 

Mrs. McCreight suggested combin- 
ing Classes X and XII in one room in 
the ‘high school. The Principal 
thought it would be impracticable. 

P. B. Kent could mot see why one 
class could not be put in the Assem- 
bly Hal? and oneimthevacant room in 
North Red Deer. Trustee Gaetz stated 
that it would be impossible to make 
students go across the river for class- 
es. It is ‘hard enough to get them to 
go to any other schoo ithan the cen- 
tral at the present time. 

School Inspector A. R. Gibson ad- 
dressed the meeting briefly. He point- 
ed out first that all children were en- 
titled to equal treatment and accom- 
modation. Another point worthy of 
consideration was that the people of 
Red Deer proper pay three times as 
heavy taxes as do people in the coun- 
try. He felt that good school accom: 
modation would increase the popula- 
tion of Red Deer, and was of the opin- 
jon that the most sensible thing to do 
mwasto build thafirst two rooms of a 
modern tfireproof building, a plan to be 
followed that would allow of the addi- 
tion of other rooms with ease as they 
might be required. 

After a considerable amount of fur- 
ther discussion by other ratepayers 
present, the meeting broke up without 
anything definite having been decided 
upon. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board was held on Monday night. The 
most important business before the 
meeting was of course the settlement 
of ithe school accommodation problem. 

Tho chairman referred to the public 
meeting of Thursday night. He felt 
that nothing new or feasible had been 
suggested, and asked the opinion of 
the trustees as to what should be 
done. Trustees Stephenson and Berry 
still considered that the small build- 
ing as planned was the best solution 
of the problem. ‘Trustee Broughton 
thought that the Assembly Hall and 
¢he North Red Deer vacant tToom 
should be used. 

Trustee Payne then got the regis- 
ters of the various zooms and started 
figuring. After some planning and 
discussion he moved, and it was car- 
ried unanimously, that at the begin- 
ning of next ‘term, after the closing of 
the Parish Hall, and as ‘a temporary 
expedient only, the vacant room in 
the North ‘Red! Deer school be opened 
as o class room, and that all pupils 
from North Red Deer in any of the 
Grades from 1 to 7, inclusive, be sent 
to tthat school, a class to be opened at 
the same time in the Assembly Hall. 

Tt is likely that one teacher in North 
Red Deer will take the first four 
grades and that the other will teach 
grades 5, 6 and 7. Students out of 
grades 5 and 6 will be in the assem- 
bly hall, being overflow from these 
grades, and it is estimated that Jess 
than forty pupils need be {m the ‘hall.

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SOVIET RUSSIA 
IS DOOMED 


Russia Will Become Uncompromising 
Enemy of “Collectivist” Impostures 


The conditions of Russia under 
Bolshevism have been the subject 
of widely differing reports, and those 
who ‘have no means of judging, save 
from these opposing testimonies, have 
felt it wise to withhold the expression 
of judgment. There is now, however, 
an apparently trustworthy guide by 
which the problem is solved. Prof. 
Charles Sarolea, of Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, has written a book, “Impres 
sions of Soviet Russia,” which consti: 
tutes that guide. Few men are better 
known in Europe than the writer, and 
few have more closely studied: at first- 
hand'the peculiar problems of Russia. 


He speaks Russian, and is well versed 


in Russian history, and for 35 years 
has closely followed the country’s 
affairs. He believes that the present 
regime cannot long continue, and that 
it will break up from within, and that 
Russia will ‘become the most uncom- 
promising enemy of “collectivist im- 
postures.” At the present time one 
hundred and [fifty million people tie 
inert under a small, tyrannots minor- 
ity. The rule of the Bolshevist dicta- 
tors is merely the tyranny of Tsar- 
dom transferred. 

Says Professor Sarolea: 

Same Bureaucracy 

We find the same methods of 
brute force, only more brutal; 
we find the same corrupt prac- 
tices, only more corrupt; we 
find the same secret police and 
the same bureaucracy, only more 
numerous, more expensive and 
less efficient; we find the same 
censorship, only much more 
stupid; we find the same con- 
tempt of law; we find the same 

German influences; we find’ the 

same militarism, the samc reac- 

tionary spirit, only infinitely 
more teactionary, without even 

a trace of the enlightened and 

progressive despotism of many 

of the Tisars. 

And this is the example commend 
ed to the world by would-be leaders 
as worthy of emulation. The Commu 
nistic theories of Bolshevism were 
dangled before the Russian peasantry 
in vain. The passive resistance en- 
countered could not be overcome, and 
without the co-operation of the peas- 
ants, the Soviets could not advance 
on their projected limes. So, gradu- 
ally, there has been a return to cap- 
italism. Dr. Sarolea, however, warns 


Mag |his readers that whilst the delusion 


of a Communist Utopia have been 
given up, the delusions of State Soc 
ialism remain. He foresees in inter- 
necine strife the beginning of the end. 


“Let two or three anti-Semitic Bolshe- 


vist regiments raise the banner of 
revolt “and tha Bolshevist regime, 
like the Tsarist regime, may collapse 
overnight.—N. Z. Sentinel.

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REVENUE LOWER BY 
THIRTY MILLIONS 


Custome Duties, Excise Taxes Fall Off 
First Six Months of Fiscal Year 


Ottawa, October 1.—There has been 
a reduction of over $30,000,000 in the 
revenue collected by the department 
of customs and excise during the first 
six months of the present fiscal year. 
For the month of Septeyaber alone, 
the falling off is' a little less than four 
and a half millions as compared with 
the same month last year, while there 
is a rise of $800,000 over August of the 
present year. 

The revenue collected for the six 
months, according to the monthly 
statement issued by the department 
was $121,213,000, as compared with 
$151,392,000 for the corresponding 
period lat year. On the same basis 
of comparison the customs revenue 
fell off from $69,421,000, to $60,923; 
000; the sales and other excise taxes 
from $62,099,000, to $31,763,000; and 
inland revenue duties of spirits and 
tobacco from $19,304,000 to $17,954,- 
000. 

When the comparison is limited to 
the month of September in the two 
years customs duties are ‘seen to 
have diminished foom $11,347,000 to 
$9,805,000; excise taxes from $10,734,- 
000, to $7,858,000; but on the other 
hand Ithe revenue from spirits and 
tobacco rose from $3,270,000 to $3,611,- 
000.

Asi far back as 1872 a young man 
named Clinton Sparks, then working 


FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 


This is-Fire Prevention Week, and 
following are w few rules which should 


‘be cut out and studied by every citi- 


at the old squire’s sawmill on Lur |. 


vey’s Stream in Maine, contrived a 
Sort of tractor for hauling logs a dis- 
tance of two miles on a winter road 
across a swamp. That winter nearly 
all the horses in New England were 
incapacitated for many weeks by a 
mysterious influenza called the 
“epizootic.” Every one of the horses 
used for lumbering at our place had it, 
and many of them were so slow to re- 
cover that at one time work for the 
winter bade fair to stop altogether. 
As some elderly people remember, 
there was little snow for a while that 
year, although cold weather prevailed 
and the ground was hard frozen. 

Clinton Sparks, who was a mechan. 
fecal genius in ‘his way, mounted a 
small steam engine they had at the 
mill on ‘cart wheels and connected the 
crank shaft with cog gears that turn- 
ed the hind axle. He had said several 
times that he could haul logs in that 
way; and as the horses were disabled 
the old squire let him make the ex- 
periment and paid the bills. 

My description of the mechanism 
may, I fear, be somewhat imperfect. 
I did not see much of it myself. Ad- 
dison and I were attending school at 
the academy six miles away, and only 
at odd times when we came home to 
the farm did we hear what Sparks was 
doing. The little engine he used was 
one used for stripping spool stuff, 
edging clapboards and other dight 
work at the mill. It had an upright, 
tubular boiler and wa's of about: six 
horse power. Gasoline ‘had not then 
come into use. Pitch-pine wood, split 
in short fagots, was the fuel that he 
burned in the fire box; it made a hot, 
but smoky, fire.- Sparks also devised 
a whistle for his ‘tractor, toilet the mil] 
folks know when he was coming across 
theswamp. It wouldn't give a whistle 
exactly, but rather gave a succession 
of loud, brazen snorts. When in 
motion the engine did a great deal of 
puffing. It should be stated that the 
road across the frozen swamp was 
level and nearly ‘straight. What steer- 
ing had to be done was accomplished 
by means of a single front wheel and 
a six-foot lever. 

This novel tractor. was used forfour 
or !five weeks early in the winter until 
deeper snows came and the ‘horses 
got over the “zooty,” as the disease 
wa'! often called. 

There may ‘have been other similar 
contrivances at the time or even be- 
fore then; probaly there were. ] 
should scarcely have thought Sparks’ 
invention worth mentioning except for 
a ‘humorous incident that happened 
while he was runningit; for he always 
ran it himself; nobody else could! 

Sparks was a joker as well as a 
genius. There was often an uproar at 
the mill owing to pranks of his and 
Elphage Culley’s. If these two men 
were together for an hour, there were 
sure to be high times. 

‘Culley was the Irish foreman at the 
old squire’s lumber camp five miles 


H above the sawmill, but he was often 


at the mill and had a great deal to say 
about Sparks’ log ‘hauler. A constant 
contest of wits was going on between 
the pair. It is not easy to say which 
came out ahead, the Yankee or the 
Celt. The Irishman was quicker- 
witted, but the Yankee was the most 
fertile in devising pranks, some of 
them outrageous ones, which for a few 
moments made Culley fairly dance 
with rage. But I think that neverthe- 
less! he really loved Sparks. 

Zachary ‘Lurvey of Lurvey’s Mil 
was another lumberman whose work 
the “epizootic” greatly delayed. His 
timberlands were on the otherside of 
Lurvey’s Stream, and that winter he 
had a lumber camp about two miles 
from ours. Lurvey had a crew of nine- 
teen choppers, all from the Petitcodiac 
region in New Brunswick and ail 
ardent Seventh-day Adventists. That 
was not quite so remarkable a_ cir 
cumstance as it may seem at first. 
The Seventh-day Adventists keep Sat- 
urday instead of Sunday for their Sab- 
bath and day of rest. No lumber 
company would hire Seventh-day Ad 
ventists to work with others not of 
that belief on account of ‘tthe bother 
and extra expense of ‘having two Sun 
days in one week. “Seventh-day.” 
workers had therefore to band togeth- 
er enough to make up a4 full crew and 
all hire at one place. 

The crew from Petitcodiac had come 
to Maine in a body and hired for tthe 
winter with old Zack Lurvey. They 
were conscientious workers, steady 
and trustworthy in their habits, which 
is more than can be said of all log- 
gers. On Saturday they sat round the 
camp and read their Bibles, but they 
made up for it by working hard the 
next day. 

Sunday is often a gala day with the 
loggers in the woods. If there are 
camps not many miles away from one 
another, the men frequently visit back 
and forth. After Sparks had been run 
ning his log hauler for perhaps a week, 
he ran {ft up to the old squire’s upper 
camp one Sunday—following the log- 
ging road—to exhibit it to Cully and 
the crew. 

Really some proper Sunday enter- 
tainment ought to be devised for log- 
ger crews! off in the woods to keep 
them out of mischief. They have a 
whole day on their hands with noth- 
ing to do. Certain lumber companies 
have tried to introduce services and 
amusements, but not much progress 
has been made as yet; and at the time 
I now refer to nothing of the kind had 
been evef: attempted. The crew was 
left to amuse itself in any uproarious 
way it chose. 

While at the camp during the after 
noon Sparks repeatedly heard off to 
the westward on the other side of 
Lurvey’s Stream the distant crash of 
falling trees, and finally asked what 
logging crew was at work there on 
Sunday. “Aw, it’s auld Zack Lurvey’s 
Canadians!” Culley said. “The hay- 
then have lost the run of the days of 
the wake!” 

That proved highly interesting to 
Sparks and, one thing leading to an- 
other, the two jokers hatched a pro- 
jectto have fun after dark that night 
with tthe lately arrived province men. 

They set to work and built a long 
frame of green poles over the log haul- 


Jer, changed the smoke pipe to one 


side and covered the whole with a big 
black tarpaulin, which had been 
brought to camp spread over a load of 
food supplies. At the rear they 
put up a tail ten feet tall with a tas- 
sel on it; and at the front they cut 
two holes in ithe tarpaulin, the size of 
saucers, to stand for eyes. They also 
put on a nose of oak bark, four feet 
with big slits for nostrils; and

below that they cut a transverse gash 
three feet long and folded the cover 
back ‘to represent a huge, half-open 
mouth with grinning teeth. To cap 
the whole, they rigged two tall, prick 
ears.of white birch bark. 

When lighted from inside, the figure 
was a grotesque, not to say frightfufl- 
looking, contrivance. They had no end 
of agood time making it all that after- 
noon,— a nice Sunday job!—and they 
had it done by sunset. 

There was a winter road where ‘hay 
and other supplies ‘had been hauled in 
from a landing place on Lurvey’s 
Stream, andold man Lurvey’s logging 
camp was near the stream bank on 
the other side.

Cully ran on ahead, and the way hu 
prepared the minds of the unsuspect- 
ing provincials was by bursting in up- 
on them while they were peacefully 
eating supper, shouting, “Rin! Rin fer 
your lives! Oi’ve come to warn ye! 
There's a hobgobalo—ginka'aur com- 
in’! Rin! Rin, Of tell ye! Ye’ve not 
a moment to lose! He’s ravaged our 
camp. He's et two av our men! Jist 
now he’s headin’ this way!” 

Cully dashed out of the camp as 
precipitately as he ‘had dashedin and 
ran back across the stream on the ice 
to meet Sparks. 

But the provincials were slow to 
take alarm. They surmised that: what 
had frightened Cully was nothing 
more formidable tham a moose, and 
they had not been reared in the wilds 
of Petitcodiac to be afraid either of 
moose or of bear.

The following autumn at ithe county 
fair I happened to meet Culley, and 
to satisfy my own curiosity I ~ques- 
tloned him. “That ginkasaur cost you 
twenty-five dollars, didn’t it?” 

“'Twas worth it!” he replied with

6. Keep ithe burner clean; boil it oc-

8. Fill the lamp by daylight only. 

9. Be sure that the burner is tightly 
screwed into place. 

10. Wipe the reservoir clean. 

11. Do not set the lamp near the edge 
of a table or in any place where 
ft may overturn.

Safety Rules for Stoves and Furnaces 

1. Place stoves, furnaces and _ pipes 
far enough from .walls and 
woodwork to avoid overheating. 

. Cover the nearest wooden surfaces 
with sheet asbestos, sheet iron 
or tin; if iron or tin is used, 
leave an air space behind it. 

. Where stovepipes or heating pipes 
‘pass through walls, encloze the 

pipes in galvanized iron, double- 
walled, ventilated thimbles at 
least twelve inches wider than 
the diameter of the pipes. 

. Protect the floor beneath the stove 
with sheet metal, and have it 
extend forward at least twelve 
inches directly beneath the 
‘door of the ashpit. 

. Surround the base of the furnace 
with brick, stone or concrete. 

. Make ‘sure that all pipes are free 
from rust, and tthat all joints 
and connections are sound and 
tight. 

. Fix a guard about the pipe in the 
attic so that nothing may be 
stored against it. 

. Never pour oil into a coal or wood 
stove, even when tthe fire is out. 

. Never put ashes into wooden boxes 
or barrels; have a strong metal 

"can. 

. Study the drafts and dampers. 

. Do not let the stove or pipes be- 
come red hot. 

. Keep stoves, furnaces, flues and 
chimneys clean. 

. Inspect the chimneys and flues to 
be sure ithat they are sound. 

. Do not dry wood in an oven. 

. Do not hang wet clothing too near 
to a stove. 

‘6. Keep curtains away from ‘stoves 
and pipes. 

Safety Rules for Coal Oil 

. Study the Rules for Lights. 

. Be sure that oil heaters and cook- 
ers' do not leak and that they 
will not overturn. 

. Keep the burners clean and do not 
turn the flames too high. 

. Keep the ofl can outside of the 
house, if possible, 

. Do not let the floor beneath the can 

: become oil-soaked. 

. Make ‘sure that the can does not 
leak nor drip. 

. Mill by daylight only any receptacle 
in which oil is to be burned. 

. Never start a coall or wood fire with 
oih. 


Safety Rules for Electricity 


. Remember that the human body is a 
conductor; do not touch wires, 
or anything ese which may be 
charged with electricity. 

Do not have wiring done by any one 
but an expert and careful elec- 
trician. 

. Never leave an electric device, even 
for a moment, without making 
sure that the current is turned 
off. 

Safety Rules for Gasoline 

Remember that you must: take no 
chances with gasoline; it is one 
of the most dangerous explos- 
ives in common use. 

. It must always be kept in tightiy 
fastened cans; never in glass 
bottles. 

. It should never be uncovered with- 
in the ‘house nor att any point 
where its fumes’ can travel to 
an open flame, a live coal, or a 
spark. 

. Do not ure it for cleaning, if you 
can get a safe cleaning opera- 
tion. 

. Gasoline in quantity should be 
kept in underground tanks? 

._ No one should be allowed to smoke 
in a garage. 

. No one should be allowed to smoke 
in an automobile while its gaso- 
line tank is being filled.

THE BAROMETER'S 'MISTAK EX 


When the Weather Glass Makes 
Mistakes 


Most of us lack faith in the barom- 
eter’s truthfulness, and sympathize 
with the man who, when his giass 
stood at “fair” in a deluge of rain, 
flung it into his garden, saying: “Than 
will Jearn you.” And now our modern 
weather expert's accuse the poor 
barometer of telling a standing lie, 
in the form of the time-honored in- 
scription on its face about falling 
for southerly winds, and rising for 
the northerly ones. These Jaws do 
not apply to the tropics, and even 
here the glass will fall with a raging 
Polar wind. 

As a general principle the laws are 
sound, but the weather maps printed 
in the daily papers prove how often 
they are false. Follow one of the lin- 
es on the map called isobars, which 
indicate level barometer readings al 
along their course, and then inquire 
about ‘the weather along the line— 
there may have been a dozen types, 
with the wind shifting all around the 
compass. | 

Unfounded Weather Charges 

But this latest charge again:t ‘the 
barometer is not really quite fair. 
When it tells lies, it is because 
misunderstand what it says. 
barometer is, in fact, infallible 
its job, which is simply 
atmospheric pressure, regardless of 
weather. To read the barometer is 
to take the pulse of the air. 

Set one barometer at sea-level at 
the foot of a hill, and carry another 
up the hill to a height of 1,000 feet. 
(A:1L,000 feet of altiture means an inch 
pressure on the barometer, moving 
the point say from 30 to 29). The 
higher barometer will read “fair,” the 
lower “rain,” though the weather is 
identical up the hill and down below. 
We may ‘then accuse the barometer of 
lying, but it is because we give too 
much significance to the words on its 
face. 

Rightly studied, the barometer is 
the trustiest friend of the weather 
prophet. The main point to observe 
in its rising or falling is whether the 
movements are gradual or rapid, and 
to watch this we need the instrument 
called a barograph, which automati- 
cally records the movements with a 
pen upon a chart. An old ‘acage 
TUNS: 

Fast rise after low, 
Foretélls stronger blow. 
‘Long foretold, long last, 
Short notice, soon past. 
Signs of Rain and Sun , 

A slow rise from a low point tells 
also of high winds, which mean dry 
weather. The rise may be almost 
imperceptible, day by day, and with 
occasional checks, but it is the sure:t 
sign of what we nearly always desire. 
a fine spell. Like a rapid rise, a rapid 
fall indicatels the rising of a strong 
wind and a change of weather, this 
depending much on the wind’s direc- 
tion. The gradual fall from a high 
point indicates wet without winds in 
force; 'the smart fall, sudden squalls. 
These are the sound rules. M. W.

GROUP SETTLEMENT 
FOR IMMIGRANTS 


The Dominion Government, in con- 
cert with the British Government, 
and in pursuance of the Empire Set- 
tlement Act of Great Britain, is aim- 
ing at settling 3,000 families on the 
land throughout Canada.in the course 
of the next few years. The scheme 
provides for a careful selection of th3 
immigrants, and for a personal inter 
view with them and all the members 
of their families by the Dominion 
Government agents. Having been ap- 
proved by the Dominion agents, the 
immigrants will if they wish and need 
it, receive considerable assistance in 
respect to tramsportation to Canada. 
This is of great importance to immi- 
grants with large families of young 
children. On arrival in Canada the 
immigrants are expected to work for 
wages on farms in the vicinity where 
they wish to s>tti2 in order to become 
acquainted with Canailan condition:. 
The period of such work naturally 
varies with the previous agricultural 
experience of the immigrants and 
their capacity for learning Canadian 
methods. Thereafter the immigrants 
can buy on the easiest of terms farms 
selected or approved by ‘the Govern: 
ment, farms which are already equip- 
ped with buildings, live stock and with 
land ready for cultivation. Once on 
these farms they continue to have the 
benefit of the advice ard help of gov- 
ernment experts until they are thor- 
oughly éstablished in their new coun- 
try. They are given a wide choice as 
to the districts they wish to settte in 
and are encouraged to :orm = sinall 
groups of settlers to take up farms 
close to one another 89 that they may 
not feel themselves among strangers 
fn an unfamiliar land. 

One thas only to eonsider this 
scheme to realize the immense advan. 
tage it offers to the immigrant as 
compared with former days. Then the 
mewcomer had little or no reliable 
guidance as to the place of his settle 
ment before leaving home, no advice 
when he reached Canada as to ‘the 
selection of his particular land, no 
chance of obtaining land for a home 
except by taking up a raw homestead 
or buying in the open market, where 
his inexperience often made him a 
victim of unscrupulous land agents. 
Once on the land he had to sink of 
swim as best they could with only the 
most haphazard advice or the bitter 
teachings of experience to guide him. 

It i9 a great advance, and it' ought 
to have excellent results, both for the 
immigrants and for Canada. This 
district in particular ts definitely reap- 
ing the benefit of the, settlement plan 
based on ths government = training 
centre at the old Indian School. {n 
the north of Scotland the name of Red 
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some unsatisfactory features of our 
educational system suggested by the 
failures in the annual examinations. 
More recently the attention of great 
numbers of people both in Canada 
and the United States was focussed on 
the result of the Franks murder trial. 
Many must have felt constrained to 
ask the question how it came about 
that the two criminals. Loab and Leo- 
pold, should have developed such char- 
acters inspite of all the advantages of 
upbringing and education which they 
possessed. Here weretwo young men 
given every facility for training and 
development which vast wealth cou'd 
put at their disposal. They were 
apparently among the most brilliant 
students of their university. Circum- 
stances seemed ail in favour of their 
becoming outstanding citizens in 

their country. Yet the only result of 
these advantages was that they be- 
came the outstanding criminals of a 
whole continent. In a fesser degree 
but to an alarming extent youth has 
been ffiguring in the criminal records 
of the United States, and even of 
Canada. 

There have been some notorious 
cases in our own province of late 
years in which the youth of the crimin- 
als has been in directly inverse ratio 
to itheir depravity of character. To 
what extent can our schools be held 
responsible for these things? 

It is possible that responsibility can 
be attributed only secondarily if at 
all to our schools. Under our system 
of day schools the main burden of the 
formation of character falls not on 
school teachers but on parents or 
guardians. It is the tone of the home 
that is reflected in the average child 
More than the tone of the school. 
The school certainly has a great influ- 
ence for good or bad, but it is out of 
school ‘hours rather than in them 
that the children learn those things 
which shape 'their characters. It 
seems probable that most teachers can 
readily discover the kind of home in- 
fluence that is being brought to bear 
on their different pupils, and it is 
doubtful if any but very exceptional 
teachers can wield an influence which 
outweighs tthat of the home. 

Nevertheless, the schools can do 
much for the children if they are en- 
couraged or allowad to. The problem 
is whether they are doing as much as 
they might. Has the gospel of mater- 
ial success at all costs become, perhaps 
unconsciously, the gospel of the 
schools as it seems ito be that of the 
working world? Has that gospel ex- 
pressed itself throughout the schools 
in the mere imparting of knowledge 
of facts useful for examinations and 
remunerative occupations rather than 
in the upbuilding of character? Do 
our parents think more of their child- 
ren passing examinations and winning 
prizes and appointments than they do 
of those children becoming honourable 
and unselfish men and women? Which 
is thought of more highly, brains or 
behaviour? 

The parents in the homes are the 
chief influence on tthe children. The 
parents in their capacity of voters and 
taxpayers set their mark also on the 
schools and the character of the 
schools. If the schools are failing 
to produce men and women of discip- 
lined character and upright conduct, 
the ultimate responsibility rests with 
individual parents and citizens. It is 
worth their while to give thought to 
the matter. 
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known, whereas a few years ago it 
had not been ‘heard of, and the result 
will be that those seeking new homes 
and new opportunities in Canada will 
tend to look for them here in the first 
place. 

There ts a word of warning to be 
said about group settlement. The 
scheme above alluded ‘to is one ar- 
ranged between the British and Cana- 
dian Governments and applying to 
British subjects. For such it is en 
tirely suitable. It is not suitable for 
other than British subjects. The Unit- 
ed States has had sufficient experi- 
ence of groups of foreign immigrants 
settling together and remaining for- 
eign for indefinite periods. We want 
no “states within the state” in Cana- 
da, but citizens of Canada and the 
British Empire only. The disturbance 
at Wayne a short time ago is an illus- 
tration of this. It might well have 
been met by some swift and summary 
deportations to that Germany which, 
the impudent toast-drinkers declared 
to be superior to Canada. If we, un- 
like the United States, are to 
keep our doors open to indefinite num- 
bers of aliens, we must see fo it that 
they are distributed throughout the 
country in such a way that they will 
epeedily be absorbed by that country, 
and adopt wholeheartedly our ways, 
our outlook and our sympathies.

The announcement that Russia and 
Japan have come to an agreement as 
to some of the matters which have 
been at issue between them might at 
first seem of no importance to us in 
Canada.

The reason 
behind the prediction was that if 
Japan decided to take the Immigration 
Act as a definite challenge from the 
United States, she would have to ar- 
rive at an understanding with Russia 
which would give her access to sup- 
plies of ofl necessary for her navy, 
and iron and coal necessary for other 
munitions of war.

W. Petrle Nicholls, Director, Empha- 
sizes the Importance of Westward 
Grain Flow 


W. Petrie Nicholls, director of 
Spillers Company, ‘who returned to 
Calgary on Friday from the coast, 
informed The Herald, in the course 
of an interview, that their new ele- 
vator at Vancouver would be com- 
pleted toyards the end of the present 
year, 

The importance of Vancouver as an 
export trade for grain, he said, had 
been emphasized this season by the 
movement that had already been di- 
rected there. The new price basis 
that had recently come into effect 
was but a natural sequence to the 
present movement. The new ar- 
rangement would certainly have the 
effect of attracting wheat to the 
Pacific port. ; 

Looks for Brisk Business 

In reply to a question, Mr. Nicholls, 
who is in charge of the grain purchas- 
ing branch of the company, remarked 
that he looked for a brisk business 
this year. The wheat crop in Britain 
and northern Europe had been badly 
affected; as a matter of fact, some 
portion of it was black amd: rotted 
with.so much wet weather. 

Asked where the company would 
get ite principal imports, Mr. Nicholls 
said Ithat these would come from the 
Argentine, Australia, America and 
Canada. There would be none from 
the Black Sea ports. “Anything 
shipped from there at the present 
time,” he said, “would be at the ex- 
pense of the people there.” 

Imports Not So Large 

In view of the present high prices 
ruling for Canadiam wheat, Mr. Nich- 
olls said that their imports from Cana- 
da would not be so large as those of 
last year. Canadian wheat, he said, 
was not relatively cheap. Again, this 
year’s crop was not half the size of 
that of last year. 

Mr. Nicholls said that two other 
directors of the company would be 
in Calgary im about a week’s time. 
They were Walter Allen and R. Stuart 
Todd. They had, he said, just arrived 
in New York.

Moscow, October 4.—Dr. Nicholas 
Semasske, Soviet commissar of 
health, has issued am edict against 
kissing, which, he contends, is one of 
the most potent means of spreading 
disease. 

The new order, if observed, will fall 
hard on the Russian peasantry, who 
are in the habit of kissing one another, 
not only on the lips, but three times 
on each cheek in salutation. Dr. 
Semassko is also opposed to the kiss- 
ing of ladies’ hands by men, a national 
custom in Russia. Not only ds this un- 
hygienic, he says, but it is a prac- 
tice of the bourgeoise which has no 
place in a proletarian republic. 

Handshaking has been prohibited in 
many departments of the government 
and signs are appearing warning em- 
ployees that tthe practice frequently 
results im communication of disease. 
The conventional salute, hand from 
forehead, is suggested as a _ safer 
greeting. 

As a further measure, the doctor 
advocates a ban on smoking, urging 
tobacco users ito substitute candy.
